We  here  give  a  few  quotations  from  some  of  the  Reports  presented  by  Committees  at 
the  Annual  Meeting  (44th  year)  of  the  Boston  Young  Men’s  Christian  Union,  held  Wednesday 
evening,  April  10,  1895,  which  will,  without  doubt,  be  of  interest  to  members  and  friends  of 
the  Union. 

President  Baldwin  said  :  — 

“  Members  of  the  Union,  as  we  have  listened  to  the  work  of  this  society  for  the  past  year 
in  its  several  departments,  Religious,  Educational,  Physical,  Social,  we  cannot  help  breathing 
out  from  our  hearts  gratitude  and  thanks  for  the  marked  success  with  which  we  have  been 
blessed. 

“We  have  had  a  very  busy  year, —  never  more  so.  And  now  only,  with  the  spirit  of  a 
quiet,  inward  satisfaction,  have  we  listened  to  statistics  touching  the  work  in  which  we  have 
been  engaged. 

“Certainly,  it  is  very  pleasant  for  us  to  hear  this  evening  that  the  membership  of  the 
Union  is  now  the  largest  ill  its  history  (of  nearly  half  a  century),  being  April  1,  1895, 
5,241,  and  to  hear  the  report  of  the  classes,  with  a  membership  Of  over  1,000,  the 
highest  number  yet  reached  in  the  Union’s  records. 

“  How  gratifying,  as  we  have  listened  to  the  report  on  rooms,  to  have  the  picture  brought 
up  before  us  of  the  throng  of  young  men  who  avail  themselves  of  the  privileges  and  ad¬ 
vantages  here  provided  for  their  welfare  and  happiness  ! 

“  How  forcibly  this  was  shown  by  the  statement  of  the  careful  account  which  was  re¬ 
cently  taken  on  two  successive  (lays,  on  which  there  were  no  entertainments  or  special 
attractions  to  call  members  to  the  Union,  of  the  numbers  visiting  the  reception-room, 
which  gave  a  daily  average  of  1,411  in  the  reception-room,  a  daily  average  of  792 
(of  this  1,411)  visiting  the  library  ! 

“  Much  more  might  be  said  touching  upon  the  work  of  the  Union  for  the  year  just  closed ; 
but  this  evening  we  start  off  on  a  new  year,  and  so,  with  feelings  of  gratitude  and  thanks  in 
our  hearts  as  we  look  back  over  the  past,  let  us  now  turn  our  thoughts  to  the  future,  to  the 
years  to  come,  in  confident  trust  that  the  work  of  the  society  may  be  blessed  in  the  future  as 
it  has  been  in  the  past. 

“Let  this  be  our  wish  and  prayer;  and  may  we  all  recognize  the  great  duties  resting  upon 
us,  not  only  as  members  of  the  Board  of  Government,  but  also  as  individual  members  of  this 
our  Boston  Young  Men’s  Christian  Union.” 

FINANCE. 

“Your  Committee  has  always  recognized  the  fact  that  upon  the  financial  condition  of  the 
Union  the  degree  of  success  in  its  various  departments  of  work,  in  the  interests  and  welfare 
of  the  large  number  of  young  men  thus  reached,  must  largely  be  based.”

A  BRIEF  HISTORICAL  SKETCH  OF  THIS  SOCIETY. 


The  Boston  Young  Men’s  Christian  Union  was 
instituted  in  1851,  and  incorporated  under  its  present 
name  in  1852. 

Sept.  17,  1851,  nearly  forty-four  years  ago,  the 
foundation  of  this  society  was  laid. 

After  a  successful  existence  of  twelve  years  its 
work  was  temporarily  discontinued,  in  consequence  of 
the  interruption  caused  by  the  Civil  War. 


CONSTITUTION. 

“  Article  VI. 

“  Duties  of  the  Board  of  Directors. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Directors, — 

“  First ,  To  provide  for  the  use  of  the  Society  suitable  rooms, 
centrally  located  in  the  city  of  Boston. 

“Second,  To  provide  and  keep  in  said  rooms  such  books, 
periodicals,  and  newspapers  as  will,  in  their  judgment,  promote 
the  object  of  the  Society. 

“  Third,  To  make  such  arrangements  for  social  religious  exer¬ 
cises  as  they  shall  deem  practicable  and  conducive  to  the  best 
interests  of  the  Society. 

“  Fourth ,  To  induce  the  members  of  the  Society  to  connect 
themselves  with  some  of  the  religious  societies  in  the  vicinity, 
according  always  to  their  denominational  preferences,  and  es- 
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RECEPTION  ROOM  AND  OFFICE. 
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pecially  to  seek  out  and  impart  information,  and  render  aid,  as¬ 
sistance,  and  encouragement  to  those  who  come  as  strangers  to 
the  city,  striving  to  guard  them  against  temptation,  to  surround 
them  with  Christian  influences,  and  to  interest  them  in  the 
cultivation  of  a  religious  life.” 


REORGANIZATION,  April  15,  1868. 

The  work  was  resumed  again  in  1868  under  its  pres¬ 
ent  auspices,  and  rooms  were  provided  at  No.  12  West 
Street.  These  soon  proving  too  small  for  the  purposes 
of  the  society,  larger  ones  were  taken  in  the  fall  of 
1868  at  what  was  then  300  Washington  Street,  corner 
of  Suffolk  Place,  where  the  whole  building  above  the 
first  floor  was  eventually  occupied. 

These  premises  also  proving  inadequate,  it  became 
necessary  again  to  move  and  enlarge  the  accommoda¬ 
tions.  A  suitable  lot  of  land  having  been  found,  a  pub¬ 
lic  appeal  was  made  in  the  spring  of  1874  for  funds 
with  which  to  purchase  the  land  and  erect  a  building 
for  the  society.  By  the  generosity  of  its  friends,  the 
necessary  amount  with  which  to  begin  the  work  was 
speedily  secured. 

NEW  BUILDING. 

The  corner-stone  of  the  new  building  was  laid  at 
noon  of  Sept.  16,  1875,  in  the  presence  of  members  of 
the  Trustees  and  of  the  Board  of  Government,  and  of 
a  large  number  of  interested  friends. 

COMPLETION  AND  DEDICATION. 

The  present  building  was  completed  and  dedicated 
to  the  use  of  the  Union  March  15,  1876.  By  the  mu¬ 
nificent  legacy  of  the  late  Joseph  B.  Eaton,  a  Life 
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Member,  supplemented  by  the  generous  gifts  of  many 
friends,  the  society  was  enabled  in  1879  (December 
10)  to  hold  its  building  free  from  all  indebtedness. 

The  enlarged  facilities  not  only  increased  the  power 
of  the  Union  in  various  fields  of  benevolent  work  at 
home  and  abroad,  but  the  greatly  augmented  member¬ 
ship  tested  the  building  to  its  utmost  capacity. 

ENLARGEMENT  AND  REDEDICATION. 

In  1882,  on  account  of  the  constantly  increasing 
membership  of  the  Union  and  the  growing  and  press¬ 
ing  need  of  still  larger  accommodations,  the  society 
found  that  the  building  was  still  not  spacious  enough, 
and  an  enlargement  was  deemed  necessary.  An  ap¬ 
peal  was  made  to  its  numerous  friends,  who  promptly 
responded  ;  and  the  addition  to  the  building  was  made, 
and  dedicated  May  28,  1883. 

The  extension  has  a  frontage  of  seventy-two  feet  on 
Boylston  Square ,  so  that  now  the  Union  Building  has 
light  from  all  four  sides,  and  covers  over  eleven  thou¬ 
sand  feet.

The  Trustees  congratulate  the  Board  of  Government 
and  the  society  upon  the  successful  work  of  the  Union 
during  the  past  year,  as  plainly  shown  by  the  reports 
of  the ’several  Committees  having  charge  of  the  differ¬ 
ent  branches  of  the  work,  as  presented  by  them  at  the 
annual  meeting  (the  44th),  held  Wednesday  evening, 
April  10,  1895. 

The  Trustees  note  with  pleasure  the  large  member¬ 
ship  of  the  Union,  now  reaching,  as  reported,  April  1, 
1895,  5,241,  the  largest  in  the  history  of  the  Union.

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FORM  OF  BEQUEST. 

I  give  and  bequeath  to  the  “  Trustees  of  the  Perma¬ 
nent  Fund  of  the  Boston  Young  Men’s  Christian 
Union”  the  sum  of 
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AIMS  AND  OBJECTS. 

The  chief  aim  of  the  officers  of  the  society  is  to 
make  the  Rooms,  to  as  great  an  extent  as  possible,  a 
home  for  young  men ;  to  offer  every  possible  attrac¬ 
tion  in  the  shape  of  books,  papers,  games,  pleasant 
companions,  classes,  public  religious  services,  lectures, 
dramatic  and  musical  entertainments,  and  other  means 
of  instruction  and  recreation. 

Without  losing  sight  of  its  special  work,  the  Union 
has  always  been  ready  to  discharge  its  duty  to  the 
community  by  such  general  benevolent  work  as  may 
come  within  its  scope. 

In  this  branch  of  outside  work  the  officers  have 
been  greatly  assisted  by  members,  and  committees  of 
ladies  who  have  labored  indefatigably  and  successfully. 
Among  these  special  objects  may  be  mentioned  the 
Christmas  and  New  Year’s  Festival  for  needy  children, 
the  Rides  for  Invalids,  and  Country  Week  for  poor 
children. 

In  addition  to  these  are  the  occasions  when,  at  times 
of  disaster  abroad,  the  Rooms  have  been  made  a  depot 
for  the  receipt  of  contributions,  and  a  source  for  the 
distribution  of  relief. 


LOCATION. 

The  building  is  very  centrally  located,  being  situated 
on  Boylston  Street,  corner  of  Tam  worth  Street,  near 
Tremont  Street,  overlooking  the  Common,  and  has 
also  a  frontage  on  Boylston  Square  with  an  entrance 
opposite  Washington  Street. 

It  is  open  to  light  and  air  on  every  side,  and  nearly 


all  the  various  lines  of  electric  and  horse*  cars  either 
pass  the  door,  or  near  by,  on  Tremont  and  Washington 
Streets. 


ROOMS. 

The  Reception  Room  is  at  the  head  of  the  first 
flight  of  stairs  from  Boylston  Street,  with  side  windows 
opening  upon  Tamworth  Street,  formerly  called  Lowell 
Place.  The  members  and  all  other  persons  visiting 
the  Union  enter  here,  and  from  this  room  pass  to  the 
other  portions  of  the  building  occupied  by  the  society. 

It  contains  the  desks  of  the  Curator,  Librarian,  and 
Book-keeper,  and  facilities  for  checking  the  garments  of 
members.  It  is  also  supplied  with  tables  for  checkers 
and  dominos  (for  use  after  five  o’clock  p.m.),  an  aqua¬ 
rium,  a  case  containing  a  nearly  complete  collection 
of  the  birds  of  New  England,  and  the  leading  Boston 
daily  newspapers  on  file. 

The  business  of  the  society  is  here  transacted, 
strangers  and  others  desiring  information  are  received, 
and  such  attentions  are  afforded  as  are  in  the  power 
of  the  Union  to  furnish.  This  room  is  open  every 
day,  including  Sundays,  from  eight  o’clock  a.m.  to 
ten  o’clock  p.m. 

The  Union  Sitting  Room,  connected  with  this 
room,  fronts  on  Boylston  Street,  and  commands  a  fine 
view  of  the  Common.  It  is  pleasantly  furnished,  has 
a  piano,  and  is  intended  to  be  a  social  room  for  mem¬ 
bers.  It  has  a  cabinet  containing  minerals,  insects, 
etc.  Adjoining  the  Sitting  Room  is  the  Chess 
Room,  especially  devoted  to  chess-playing,  and  open 
to  members  after  two  o’clock  p.m. 
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SITTING  ROOM 
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The  President  and  Directors’  Room,  connected 
with  the  Reception  Room  in  the  rear,  is  used  for  the 
business  purposes  of  the  society.  It  commands  a 
view  of  the  entire  floor. 

The  Library  and  Reading  Room  is  in  the  L,  and 

is  also  connected  with  the  Reception  Room.  It  is 
lighted  with  windows  on  three  sides,  and  is  furnished 
with  a  library  of  over  thirteen  thousand  volumes,  with 
the  leading  magazines,  religious  papers  of  all  denom¬ 
inations,  illustrated,  weekly,  and  daily  newspapers. 

The  Library  Room  has  a  capacity  for  from  forty 
thousand  to  fifty  thousand  volumes,  and  is  the  largest 
reading-room  in  Boston,  with  the  exception  of  the  new 
Public  Library,  being  one  hundred  and  twelve  feet 
long,  and  having  five  thousand  feet  of  floor  space. 

Members  can  at  all  times  take  books  from  the 
shelves  and  read  them  in  the  room,  the  Library  thus 
becoming  so  attractive  that  many  are  induced  to  spend 
their  time  in  reading  who  would  not  do  so  unless  the 
books  were  placed,  as  it  were,  in  their  hands.  Books 
can  also  be  taken  for  home  reading  upon  application 
at  the  Librarian’s  desk. 

Correspondence. — -Facilities  for  correspondence 
are  furnished  to  members,  in  connection  with  the 
Library. 

The  Union  Study,  opening  from  the  Library,  is 
supplied  with  books  of  reference  accessible  to  mem¬ 
bers  at  all  times. 

The  Toilet  Room,  with  bathing-rooms  attached,  is 
down  a  rear  flight  of  stairs  from  the  Reception  Room. 
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NORCROSS  HALL. 
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The  Gymnasium,  another  flight  below,  on  the 
ground  floor,  is  spacious  and  lighted  on  every  side. 

The  improvements  in  1883  added  nearly  three 
thousand  feet  of  floor  space,  so  that  it  is  now  one  of 
the  largest  and  most  complete  gymnasiums  in  the 
country. 

It  is  136  feet  in  length,  and  covers  6,200  superficial 
feet,  exclusive  of  dressing-rooms,  or  in  all  over  10,000 
feet. 

It  is  provided  with  bath-rooms,  large  dressing- 
rooms,  and  is  furnished  with  a  great  variety  of  modern 
apparatus  of  the  most  approved  patterns. 

Dressing-boxes  are  free ;  and  the  members  are  en¬ 
titled  to  the  use  of  the  shower,  sponge,  douche,  needle, 
and  tub  baths,  which  are  provided  with  hot  and  cold 
water. 

Instruction  is  afforded  to  members  by  Mr.  G.  F. 
Hoffman,  Assistant  Superintendent,  with  Edward  O. 
Otis,  M.D.,  as  Medical  Director. 

Members  of  the  Union  become  entitled  by  the  pay¬ 
ment  of  seven  dollars  per  year  to  the  use  of  the  Gym¬ 
nasium  at  all  times  when  open.  Four  dollars  per  year 
entitle  them  to  its  use  after  seven  o’clock  p.m. 


Committee  Rooms  connect  with  the  Parlor  and 
each  other  by  wide  doors,  and  are  used,  .as  well  as 
other  smaller  rooms,  as  occasion  requires. 

Five  large  and  three  small  Class  Rooms  were 
gained  by  the  addition  to  the  building  in  1883. 


The  Union  Hall  is  reached  by  two  easy  flights 
from  Boylston  Street,  as  well  as  by  a  spiral  staircase 
from  the  Reception  Room,  and  has  an  exit  on  Boylston 
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Square.  It  is  furnished  with  folding  seats,  and  is 
capable,  with  the  gallery,  of  seating  five  hundred  and 
twenty-six  people. 

t 

There  is  a  Ticket  Office  on  the  street  floor,  which 
may  be  used  in  connection  with  this  hall,  when  de¬ 
sired. 

The  Stage,  which  was  enlarged  and  improved  in 
18S3,  is  thirty-six  feet  wide  and  thirty-nine  feet  deep, 
with  a  proscenium  twenty-one  feet,  and  is  the  largest 
private  stage  in  the  city. 

The  Union  Hall  is  admirably  adapted  for.  concerts, 
lectures,  and  dramatic  performances,  for  which  it  is 
provided  with  new  and  appropriate  scenery.  It  is 
thoroughly  ventilated,  and  has  the  incandescent  sys¬ 
tem  of  electric  lighting.  Connected  with  the  stage  are 
large  and  convenient  anterooms  and  dressing-rooms, 
with  a  separate  entrance  from  Boylston  Square. 

The  hall  is  used  for  religious  services,  lectures,  en¬ 
tertainments,  and  other  public  purposes  of  the  society, 
and  is  also  let  for  similar  purposes  when  not  used  by 
the  society. 

Eaton  Hall  is  connected  with  The  Union  Hall  by 
double  folding-doors,  so  that  the  two  halls  may  be  used 
together,  if  desired ;  and  it  is  also  used  for  the  ordi¬ 
nary  purposes  of  the  society.  It  will  seat  about  one 
hundred  persons.  This  hall  was  .named  Eaton  Hall 
in  memory  of  the  late  Joseph  B.  Eaton. 

Norcross  Hall,  which  was  gained  by  the  addition 
to  the  building,  is  lighted  with  windows  opening  on 
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Boylston  Square.  It  has  a  large  stage  and  anteroom, 
and  has  a  seating  capacity  of  two  hundred  and 
seventy-five.  This  hall  was  named  Norcross  Hall  in 
memory  of  the  late  Hon.  Otis  Norcross. 

The  Union  Parlor,  reached  from  the  Reception 
Room  by  the  spiral  staircase,  or  by  the  main  stairway, 
is  in  front,  with  a  view  of  the  Common.  This  cheer¬ 
ful  and  attractive,  homelike  room  contains  a  piano, 
magalethoscope,  pictures,  etc.,  and  has  been  refur¬ 
nished  with  appropriate  fittings,  and  is  opened  to  the 
members  from  7.30  to  9.45  o’clock  each  evening, 
except  Sunday.  (The  Sitting-room  is  open  at  all 
times.) 

A  choice  collection  of  books, —  500  volumes,  “The 
Waterston  Collection,” — also  a  large  number  of  stereo¬ 
scopic  views,  foreign  and  American,  have  been  placed 
in  the  Parlor  for  the  use  of  members. 

Many  of  the  members  avail  themselves  of  the  social 
use  of  the  Parlor,  and  find  in  it  the  comforts  of  a 
home ;  and  it  is  earnestly  hoped  that  many  more  will 
do  so. 

A  committee  composed  of  members  is  in  attend¬ 
ance  each  evening  to  welcome  and  entertain  all  young 
men,  members  of  the  Union,  who  may  wish  to  avail 
themselves  of  the  opportunity  thus  presented  for  their 
social  advantage  and  enjoyment. 

The  Directors’  Receptions  are  held  here,  the  room 
also  being  used  for  other  purposes  by  the  Society. 
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RELIGIOUS  SERVICES,  CLASSES,  ETC. 

To  promote  further  the  objects  of  the  society,  pub¬ 
lic  religious  services,  followed  by  social  singing,  on  a 
portion  of  the  evenings,  are  held  regularly  Sunday 
evenings  in  The  Union  Hall. 

Classes  are  formed  for  the  study  of  German, 
French,  Spanish,  Italian,  Book-keeping,  Penmanship, 
Elocution,  Phonography,  Arithmetic,  English  Gram¬ 
mar,  English  Literature,  Mechanical  Drawing,  Free¬ 
hand  Drawing,  Physiology,  Shakspere,  Parliamentary 
Law  and  Debate,  Electricity,  Shorthand,  and  other 
branches. 

Practical  Talks  on  matters  of  Science,  Political 
Economy,  History,  English  Language,  Banking,  Hy¬ 
giene,  and  Art  are  given ;  also  Essays  in  Practical 
Ethics,  and  frequent  Lectures,  Readings,  Dramatic, 
Musical,  and  other  entertainments. 


BENEVOLENT  AND  CHARITABLE  WORK. 

Under  the  supervision  of  the  Committee  on  Benevo¬ 
lent  Action,  benevolent  and  charitable  work  is  carried 
on  in  various  departments. 

The  Employment  Bureau  aids  members,  and 
others,  in  getting  employment.  All  persons  who  can 
furnish  employment,  or  who  know  of  vacancies  to  be 
filled,  confer  a  great  favor  by  communicating  with  this 
Bureau. 
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The  Boarding=house  Department  endeavors  to 
provide  good  boarding-places,  at  a  moderate  price, 
for  those  desiring  them. 

A  Committee  on  Churches  provides  members 
with  seats  in  any  church  of  the  city  which  they  desire  to 
attend ’,  free  or  at  a  moderate  expense ,  and  renders  such 
other  services  as  are  in  its  power. 

A  Committee  on  Clothing  attends  to  the  distri¬ 
bution  of  clothing,  given  for  the  purpose,  to  worthy 
young  men  needing  such  assistance. 

A  Committee  visits  and  cares  for  members  when 

sick. 

Benevolent  and  Charitable  Work  of  various 
kinds  is  carried  on  by  committees  of  members  of  the 
Union  and  the  Ladies’  Committee. 

A  Committee  on  the  Country  Week  sends  poor 
children  into  the  country  for  vacations  of  ten  days  or 
a  fortnight. 

The  Invalid  Rides  Department  furnishes  car¬ 
riages  for  drives  in  the  suburbs,  to  convalescents,  in 
the  hospitals  and  elsewhere. 

Young  Men,  without  regard  to  their  religious  be¬ 
lief  or  associations,  are  cordially  invited  to  become 
members  of  the  society,  and  to  co-operate  in  the  ac¬ 
complishment  of  its  purposes. 

The  fee  for  Annual  Membership  is  one  dollar; 
for  Subscription  Membership,  five  dollars;  for 
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Life  Membership,  twenty-five  dollars.  A  sub¬ 
scription  membership  for  five  successive  years  consti¬ 
tutes  a  life  membership. 

All  persons  interested  in  the  success  of  the  society, 
who  are  willing  to  aid  it  by  contributions ,  professional 
services  as  teachers ,  by  engaging  in  its  charitable  and 
benevolent  work ,  or  in  any  other  way ,  will  confer  a 
favor  by  communicating  with  any  of  its  officers  or 
committees,  or  proffering  their  assistance  at  the 
Rooms.

With  feelings  of  gratitude  and  thanks  your  Com¬ 
mittee  present  their  annual  report,  and  congratulate 
the  society  upon  the  healthy  condition  of  its  finances 
during  the  Union’s  year  just  closed,  March  31,  1895. 

Your  Committee  has  always  recognized  the  fact  that 
upon  the  financial  condition  of  the  Union  the  degree 
of  success  in  its  various  departments  of  work,  in  the 
interests  and  welfare  of  the  large  number  of  young 
men  thus  reached,  must  largely  be  based. 

The  same  rule  has  been  applied  as  in  former  years, 
that  of  prompt  payment  of  all  demands  of  every  kind 
against  the  Union. 

We  have  never  in  the  past  had  a  more  active  and 
busy  year  in  the  several  branches  of  the  work  of  the 
Union  than  during  the  year  just  closed.

TAINMENTS. 

The  varied  character  and  broad  scope  of  this  Com¬ 
mittee’s  work  are  indicated  by  its  title.  To  select, 
arrange,  and  supervise  the  several  courses  of  lectures, 
the  numerous  classes  and  the  various  entertainments, 
is  not  an  easy  task. 

It  is  the  aim  of  the  Committee  to  provide  whole¬ 
some  entertainments,  instructive  lectures,  and  classes 
of  practical  value, —  a  task  fraught  with  no  little 
responsibility,  and  requiring  careful  thought  and  con¬ 
sideration. 

The  work  accomplished  during  the  year  just  ended 
has  been  particularly  gratifying  to  your  Committee. 
The  Committee  feels  justified  in  pronouncing  the  work 
truly  satisfactory.  This  result  which  has  been  accom¬ 
plished  could  only  have  been  accomplished  by  the 
earnest,  faithful  work  of  the  Union’s  employees  and 
the  hearty  support  and  co-operation  of  its  friends.

An  increased  membership  is  again  chronicled,  it 
being  more  than  one  hundred  above  that  of  the  pre¬ 
vious  year,  which  was  our  then  highest  record. 

The  methods  of  organization  and  operation  have  not 
been  materially  modified. 

Any  Union  member  may  secure  admission  to  any 
class  by  duly  making  application  and  depositing  a  fee 
of  $1.00,  returnable  at  the  end  of  the  term,  less  ten 
cents  for  each  unexcused  absence.  Women  are  ad¬ 
mitted  to  most  of  the  classes  upon  payment  of  the 
same  fee,  not  returnable. 

Classes  begin  during  the  first  week  in  November, 
and  continue  for  twenty  weeks,  one  lesson  being  given 
weekly  in  every  class. 
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The  privilege  of  extending  the  course  is  permitted 
under  certain  limitations,  and  in  several  classes  a 
supplementary  term  of  six  nights  or  less  has  been 
undertaken. 

Most  of  the  teachers  employed  during  the  past  two 
or  three  years  have  continued  with  us.  Only  one  has 
left,  Mr.  L.  B.  Williams,  who  has  removed  to  another 
State.  For  several  terms  he  served  the  Union  admi¬ 
rably  as  teacher  of  English  Grammar  and  Arithmetic. 

The  Grammar  Class  was  placed  in  the  charge  of 
Mr.  A.  L.  Howe,  of  Boston  University,  who  has  done 
excellent  work  and  has  made  the  class  of  much  inter¬ 
est.  Mr.  E.  E.  Bradford,  of  the  Reckers  &  Bradford 
Commercial  College,  took  the  class  in  Arithmetic ;  and 
his  experience  as  a  teacher  made  his  services  of  value. 

The  class  in  Parliamentary  Law  and  Debate  has 
continued  to  grow  in  interest  and  importance  under 
Mr.  Flanagan’s  able  administration,  and  during  the 
season  has  discussed  the  questions  of  the  day  with 
great  intelligence  and  animation. 

It  closed  its  sessions  on  the  evening  of  March  26th 
with  a  debate  on  the  Government  Ownership  of  Rail¬ 
roads.  President  Baldwin,  Rev.  Mr.  Horton,  and 
others  were  present  as  guests,  and  spoke  at  the  re¬ 
ception  in  the  Union  Parlors  which  followed  the  de¬ 
bate. 

Mr.  Flanagan  also  addressed  the  company,  and 
further  entertainment  was  afforded  by  members. 

Mr.  Bickford’s  large  and  popular  class  in  Elocution 
gave  its  annual  exhibition  in  The  Union  Hall  on  the 
evening  of  March  20,  when,  in  a  varied  programme, 
the  talents  of  the  professor’s  pupils  were  admirably 
displayed. 

The  Language  Classes  continue  popular,  especially

those  under  the  care  of  the  Berlitz  School.  Mr. 
Parsons  still  persuades  his  pupils  into  an  understanding 
of  Book-keeping.  The  class  in  English  Literature  has 
greatly  increased  its  membership  under  Professor  Har¬ 
per,  and  Penmanship  and  Drawing  continue  attractive. 

Mention  should  be  made  of  the  class  in  Electricity 
also,  whose  able  teacher,  Mr.  Smith,  closed  an  interest¬ 
ing  course  with  a  public  lecture  on  the  Telephone;  and 
Mr.  Maraspin’s  class  in  Short-hand  has  been  most  suc¬ 
cessful. 

It  is  not  expected  that  the  tuition  afforded  in  the 
Union  classes  will  furnish  a  University  education.  It 
is  only  hoped  that  by  this  means  a  considerable  assist¬ 
ance  may  be  afforded  to  those  seeking  instruction  in 
any  of  our  lines  of  learning,  and  who  are  unable  to 
secure  the  better  advantages  offered  by  the  regular 
schools.  With  this  desire  and  purpose,  to  encourage 
self-help  and  home  study,  we  continue  our  work, 
grateful  for  the  appreciation  of  our  pupils  and  en¬ 
deavoring  still  to  merit  it.

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ENTERTAINMENTS. 

Entertainments. —  Once  every  week,  beginning  in 
November  and  continuing  through  May,  some  form  of 
entertainment  is  provided.  Wednesday  evening  has 
been  set  apart  as  entertainment  evening.  Indeed,  the 
regular  Wednesday  evening  course  is  now  looked  upon 
as  a  fixture. 

As  usual,  the  entertainments  have  been  given  in  The 
Union  Hall,  and,  with  the  exception  of  the  dramatic 
entertainments,  have  been  free  to  members  and  lady 
friends.  Tickets  are  obtained  by  presenting  member¬ 
ship  tickets  at  the  office,  each  member  being  allowed 
two  tickets  for  a  performance.  For  dramatic  enter¬ 
tainments,  entailing  some  little  expense  for  costumes, 
etc.,  a  slight  charge  for  admission  is  made.  Members 
are  allowed  two  tickets  for  twenty-five  cents,  and  addi¬ 
tional  tickets  for  twenty-five  cents  each.  Tickets  are 
also  sold  to  the  public  for  twenty-five  cents  each. 

On  each  Wednesday  the  Union  Bulletin  has  been 
issued,  giving,  in  addition  to  the  programme  for  the 
evening,  announcements  of  the  current  work  in  the 
various  departments  of  the  Union.  Special  issues 
of  the  Bulletin  have  also  been  made  for  lectures,  and 
on  Sunday  evenings  when  occasion  demanded.

THANKSGIVING  DINNER. 

In  accordance  with  its  yearly  custom  the  Union  ex¬ 
tended  an  invitation  to  such  of  its  members  as,  by 
reason  of  distance  or  other  reasons,  were  unable  to  be 
with  kindred  or  friends  on  that  day,  to  partake  of 
a  Thanksgiving  dinner  at  the  Union  rooms.  The 
Committee  made  efforts  that  the  arrangements  should 
be  such  that  this  time-honored  New  England  festival 
should  be  as  cheerful  and  homelike  as  possible. 

The  tables  were  spread  in  The  Union  Hall ;  and 
the  occasion  proved  a  great  success  every  way,  as  it 
was  of  that  hearty,  social,  and  physical  enjoyment 
which  has  always  characterized  these  dinners  at  the 
Union  during  the  past  twenty-three  years.

A  neat  and  attractive  bill  of  fare  was  presented  to 
every  diner ;  and  each  course,  served  by  volunteer 
waiters  from  among  the  members,  was  done  full  jus¬ 
tice  to. 

The  after-dinner  speaking  was  begun  by  President 
Baldwin,  who  delivered  a  cordial  address  of  welcome, 
in  which  he  said,  “  Thanksgivings  are  due  from  us, 
each  and  all,  for  everything  we  have  and  enjoy,  not 
only  on  this  special  Thanksgiving  Day,  but  on  every 
day  from  January  to  January, —  thanksgivings  for  our 
homes  and  the  dear  ones  there ;  thankgivings  and 
praise,  strong  and  unceasing,  for  this  land  of  civil  and 
religious  liberty,  our  home,  this  great  and  prosperous 
nation,  with  its  seventy  millions  of  people,  now,  thank 
God,  united  all  as  one,  with  the  old  stars  and  stripes 
floating  everywhere, —  East,  West,  North,  and  South.” 

He  was  followed  by  Hon.  H.  H.  Sprague,  Vice-Presi¬ 
dent  of  the  Union,  Rev.  E.  A.  Horton,  Rev.  Leighton 
Parks,  and  Rev.  Andrew  Gray.  Booker  T.  Washing¬ 
ton  spoke  of  the  great  pleasure  it  afforded  him  to  be 
present  again  with  his  colored  quartette  from  Tuske- 
gee,  Ala. 
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Brief  but  interesting  and  stirring  speeches  were 
made  by  Geo.  N.  Faught,  Charles  Alexander,  Richard 
Ray,  Jr.,  and  H.  C.  Bronsdon.  President  Baldwin 
read  the  following  letter  of  regret  from  his  Excellency 
Frederic  T.  Greenhalge  :  — 

Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts, 
Executive  Department, 

Boston,  Nov.  28,  1894. 

My  dear  Mr.  Baldwin , —  I  cannot  be  present  with  you  on 
Thanksgiving  Day,  but  I  send  you  and  the  young  people  as¬ 
sembled  to  commemorate  and  enjoy  the  gracious  and  cheerful 
influence  of  the  day,  my  heartiest  good  wishes. 

May  each  one  feel  that  the  Union  makes  a  home  for  its  mem¬ 
bers  and  guests,  and  that  each  has  ample  reason  for  joining  in 
general  thanksgiving  to  the  Giver  of  all  good  things.  With

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POET’S  CORNER  IN  LIBRARY 
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The  Library  is  one  of  the  original  departments 
of  the  Union,  and  continues  to  be  a  very  popular  and 
important  branch  of  the  work.  As  early  as  1851, 
when  the  Union  was  first  started,  reference  was  made 
in  the  by-laws  to  the  Library ;  and  it  was  felt  to  be 
very  important  that  books  and  young  men  should 
be  brought  in  contact. 

Valuable  additions  of  standard  works  are  constantly 
being  made  to  the  various  departments  of  the  Library, 
History,  Biography,  Travel,  Romance,  etc.,  until  at 
the  present  time  it  contains  13,019  volumes. 

In  purchasing  books,  the  Library  Committee  pay 
particular  attention  to  select  such  works  as  are  suited 
to  the  needs  of  our  members  and  the  symmetrical  de¬ 
velopment  of  the  Library. 

Our  Library  is  especially  a  circulating  one ;  and, 
with  the  exception  of  a  small  collection  of  works  of 
Reference,  all  the  volumes  may  be  taken  for  home 
reading,  each  member  being  entitled  to  one  volume 
at  a  time,  by  applying  at  the  Librarian’s  desk. 

As  for  many  years  past,  the  Members  have  had  the 
privilege  of  going  directly  to  the  shelves,  and  of 
handling  the  books  freely,  thus  increasing  the  useful¬ 
ness  of  the  Library,  and  frequently  bringing  to  the 
attention  of  the  young  men  such  books  as  they  would 
not  be  likely  to  see  otherwise,  oftentimes  leading  to 
a  course  of  reading  and  study  which  proves  a  source 
of  benefit  and  pleasure. 

No  statistics  have  been  kept  of  the  use  of  books 
and  periodicals  in  the  Library  and  Reading-room ;  but 
the  increase  is  constant,  and  the  attendance  during 
the  year  just  closed  has  been  in  advance  of  any  pre¬ 
vious  year  in  the  history  of  the  Union. 

The  current  numbers  of  the  magazines,  Harper's, 
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Scribner's,  Century ,  and  Outing ,  have  been  continued 
in  circulation  for  home  reading,  and  are  very  much 
appreciated,  each  member  being  allowed  to  take  one 
of  the  magazines,  in  addition  to  one  volume  from  the 
Library,  upon  application  at  the  Librarian’s  desk. 

The  circulation  of  these  magazines  for  the  year  was 
1,175,  divided  as  follows:  Century ,  359;  Harper's , 
362  ;  Scribner's ,  308  ;  and  Outing ,  146. 

The  annual  examination  was  made,  as  usual,  without 
closing  the  Library,  the  card  catalogue  continued,  and 
all  applications  for  books  not  in  the  Library  have 
received  careful  attention ;  and  books  thus  recom¬ 
mended,  if  deemed  suitable  by  the  Committee,  have 
been  purchased  and  placed  on  the  shelves.

The  work  of  this  Committee  has  extended  to  the 
supervision  and  oversight  of  the  various  parts  of  the 
Union  building. 

The  ordinary  repairs  have  been  considerable  during 
the  past  year,  but  it  was  deemed  wise  to  make  no  ex¬ 
traordinary  changes  or  improvements  to  the  building. 

The  particular  charge  of  the  rooms  has  been  in¬ 
trusted,  as  for  many  years  past,  to  Herbert  C.  Brons- 
don,  Curator,  who  has  been  assisted,  the  same  as  last 
year,  by  Richard  Ray,  Jr.,  Librarian,  and  by  James  H. 
Dalton  in  charge  of  the  accounts,  Peter  J.  Brennan, 
Janitor,  David  T.  Harding,  Engineer  and  Carpenter, 
and  Stephen  N.  Wigglesworth,  Stage  Manager,  when 
his  services  have  been  required  in  The  Union  Hall. 
Others  have  been  employed  as  necessity  required. 
All  the  above  named  have  shown,  as  heretofore,  deep 
interest  in  the  work  of  the  society,  and  have  performed 
their  various  duties  faithfully  and  successfully. 

There  has  been  a  marked  increase  in  the  use  of  the 
Rooms  during  the  past  year  over  any  preceding  year, 
especially  of  the  Reception  and  Sitting  Rooms  and 
Library ;  and  it  is  gratifying  to  the  Committee  that  the 
great  purpose  for  which  the  Union  was  established  is, 
year  after  year,  to  a  constantly  increasing  degree  ful¬ 
filled  in  affording  to  young  men  in  the  city  the  nearest 
equivalent  practicable  to  the  home  life  of  which  they 

are  by  distance  or  other  circumstances  deprived. 

0 

The  general  Reception-room  open  to  all  for  meeting 
socially ;  the  Sitting-room  for  familiar  talk ;  the  Li¬ 
brary  with  its  shelves  filled  with  standard  and  modern 
books,  and  its  tables  covered  with  the  leading  periodi¬ 
cals  and  magazines,  all  at  the  freest  disposal  for  a 
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glimpse  or  extended  perusal ;  the  Parlors  for  quieter 
conversation  and  music,  together  with  the  Class-rooms 
for  instruction  in  various  departments  of  knowledge, 
the  several  Halls  for  frequent  lectures  and  literary  and 
musical  entertainments,  and  the  Gymnasium  for  health¬ 
ful  exercise, —  are  brought  into  constant  service  to  pro¬ 
mote  an  elevating  home  life  for  young  men  in  the 
centre  of  a  great  city. 

The  extent  to  which  the  Rooms  of  the  Union  are 
used  is  indicated  by  the  fact  that  recently  on  two 
successive  days,  on  which  there  were  no  entertain¬ 
ments  or  other  special  attractions  to  call  members  to 
the  Union,  the  number  visiting  the  Reception-room 
were  found  to  be  more  than  1,300  and  1,500  on  the 
respective  days,  and  the  number  visiting  the  Library 
were  about  700  and  900  on  these  days. 

The  Union  Parlors,  which  were  last  year  replenished 
and  supplied  with  new  and  more  attractive  furnishings, 
have  continued  to  be  opened  each  evening  in  the  week, 
Sunday  excepted,  for  the  quieter  gatherings  of  the 
members.  The  Special  Committee,  which  was  organ¬ 
ized  with  the  purpose  that  one  at  least  of  its  members 
should  be  present  each  evening  to  promote  a  social 
intercourse,  has  pursued  its  work  and  added  to  the 
pleasure  of  those  visiting  the  Parlors,  and  to  a  proper 
enjoyment  of  the  various  privileges  and  facilities  af¬ 
forded.

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DIRECTORS’  RECEPTIONS  TO  THE 

MEMBERS. 

The  attractive  features  of  our  Directors’  Receptions 
during  the  past  year,  combined  with  a  manifest  desire 
for  a  still  more  intimate  acquaintance,  have  resulted 
in  a  growing  average  of  attendance  and  gratifying 
interest. 

The  special  matter  each  evening  has  been,  as  pre¬ 
viously,  an  informal  talk,  but  confined,  as  will  be  seen 
by  list  which  follows,  to  subjects  treated  entirely  by 
members  of  our  Board  of  Government 

Mr.  Locke  at  the  April,  1894,  reception,  gave  clearly 
defined  ideas  of  the  present  duties  and  past  accom¬ 
plishments  of  the  Volunteer  Militia,  enlarging  upon 
the  daily  routine  of  camp  life,  and  explaining  fully  the 
benefits  of  military  protection,  which  we  as  citizens 
receive,  but  hardly  appreciate  or  realize. 

Mr.  Ainsley  opened  for  the  winter  months  with  an 
eye-witness  account  of  life  in  Holland ;  and  dealing  as 
he  did  with  the  common  work-day  and  play-day  cus¬ 
toms  of  the  people,  and  also  by  giving  a  graphic  de¬ 
scription  of  the  many  beauties  of  the  scenery,  his  talk 
was  made  extremely  entertaining  and  full  of  valuable 
information. 

Mr.  Peirce  followed  in  January,  1895,  with  a  highly 
instructive  consideration  of  the  manifold  features  of 
modern  insurance,  and  by  comparative  figures  from 
best  authorities,  showed  the  wonderful  growth  of  this 
important  requisite  of  almost  every  form  of  business, 
also  giving  conclusive  proof  of  the  beneficial  protection 
to  families. 
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In  February  Mr.  Baldwin,  having  just  returned  from 
a  short  trip  South,  gave  a  brief  and  entertaining  story 
of  his  journey,  followed  with  a  direct  and  forcible  talk 
upon  the  announced  subject  of  the  evening,  “What 
helps  to  make  the  Successful  Travelling  or  Home 
Salesman.”  In  speaking  of  the  successful  salesman, 
he  described  the  methods  of  thirty  years  to  forty  years 
ago,  and  by  comparisons  drawn  with  those  of  to-day 
showed  conclusively  that  genuine  success  was,  and  is, 
and  will  be,  built  upon  foundations  of  the  greatest 
honesty  of  purpose  and  perpetual  uprightness. 

Mr.  Church,  in  March,  talked  upon  Banking  in  a 
manner  at  once  instructive  and  comprehensive,  remov¬ 
ing  much  of  the  mystery  which  in  many  minds  sur¬ 
rounds  the  extensive  working  of  this  intricate  and  very 
important  system,  which  is  so  essential  to  our  national 
as  well  as  business  growth  and  development.  At  this 
reception  was  inaugurated  the  plan  of  having  addi¬ 
tional  attractions  in  the  form  of  music  and  recitations 
under  the  direction  of  the  following-named  committee

The  Public  Anniversary  and  Memorial  Day 

were  coincident  this  year,  and  were  observed  at  The 
Union  Rooms  with  becoming  ceremonies. 

The  stars  and  stripes  were  hung  before  the  build¬ 
ing,  and  the  busts  of  Lincoln  and  Andrew  and  the 
picture  of  Grant  were  decorated  with  the  national 
colors. 

The  halls  and  rooms  were  profusely  adorned  with 
plants  and  cut  flowers  through  the  kind  favor  of 
Messrs.  Galvin  Brothers  and  other  friends,  and  the 
Union  Gymnasium  was  attractively  hung  with  bunting 
by  the  New  England  Decorating  Company. 

As  early  as  seven  o’clock  the  building  was  thronged 
with  a  great  gathering  of  young  men  and  women,  and 
their  parents  and  friends,  among  them  many  prominent 
clergymen  and  laymen  of  the  several  religious  de¬ 
nominations,  who  availed  themselves  of  this  opportu¬ 
nity  to  study  anew  the  problem  which  is  being  so  suc¬ 
cessfully  worked  out  by  the  Young  Men’s  Christian 
Union.

class  in  light  gymnastics,  upon  the  stage  of  The  Union 
Hall,  made  a  fine  exhibition  of  rhythmic  exercise, 
which  was  exceedingly  interesting.

The  Christian  Union  was  not  organized  as  a  charity 
bureau,  but  to  work  along  such  lines  of  individual  and 
social  development  as  should  seem  best  calculated  to 
lead  to  a  self-respecting  independence. 

This  ideal  condition,  however,  is  still  remote ;  and 
an  institution  like  ours  cannot  be  indifferent  to  the 
necessities  of  the  impoverished  and  the  appeals  of 
the  unfortunate. 

While  we  leave  the  more  intricate  social  problems 
to  the  experiments  of  the  specialist,  an  effort  has  been 
made  in  our  simple  benevolent  enterprises  to  keep 
abreast  with  the  most  improved  methods  of  the  day, 
and  to  administer  our  charities  with  discretion  and 
economy  without  neglecting  the  advantages  of  per¬ 
sonal  contact  and  sympathy. 


THE  COUNTRY  WEEK. 

This  special  charity  has  become  the  most  prominent 
feature  of  the  Union’s  benevolent  work,  and  has 
achieved  a  reputation  extending  far  beyond  the  field 
of  its  immediate  operations. 

From  its  small  beginning  in  1875  it  has  steadily  in¬ 
creased  in  usefulness  and  in  importance,  and  is  now 
a  work  of  necessity  almost  as  much  as  of  mercy. 

While  the  main  idea  has  been  simply  to  give  pleas¬ 
ure  to  poor  children  by  means  of  a  country  visit,  it  has 
naturally  been  found  that  more  permanent  benefits  are 
involved. 

The  effect  upon  the  physical  condition  of  the  chil¬ 
dren  is  so  marked  that  the  “Country  Week”  is  be¬ 
coming  a  factor  in  the  promotion  of  the  public  health  ; 
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and  the  moral  stimulus  exerted  through  this  charity 
makes  it  a  valuable  auxiliary  to  home  missionary 
effort. 

The  work  has  been  continued  during  the  past 
season  under  the  able  management  of  Miss  Johnson, 
supplemented  by  the  generous  co-operation  of  a  com¬ 
mittee  of  self-sacrificing  workers,  and  supported  by  the 
liberality  of  a  large  constituency  of  cheerful  givers.

Next  in  importance  to  “  Country  Week”  in  the  work 
of  this  Committee  stands  the  “ Rides  for  Invalids 


Carried  on  by  the  Union  for  the  past  twenty-one 
years,  it  has  won  a  permanent  place  among  the  chari¬ 
ties  of  Boston. 

Its  object,  briefly  stated,  is  to  provide  outings  for 
poor  and  worthy  invalids,  by  carriage,  boat,  or  car. 
Many  tired  mothers,  with  their  children,  are  also 
among  the  beneficiaries. 

All  the  hospitals,  the  Associated  Charities,  and  in¬ 
dividual  visitors  are  furnished  with  carriage  orders  ; 
and  the  Committee  feels  that  the  use  of  them  has 
brought  brightness  and  relief  to  many  a  ward  and 
sick-room  during  the  hot  season. 

The  service  is  not  confined  to  the  summer  months 
exclusively,  the  Committee  standing  ready  to  respond 
to  any  calls  for  transportation  of  the  sick  at  any  season 
of  the  year. 

As  a  complement  to  the  above,  convalescents  and 
others  are  furnished  with  electric  car  and  Nahant 
steamboat  tickets.  The  excursions  to  the  parks  and 
country  suburbs  thus  afforded  must  prove  enjoyable 
and  healthful ;  and  the  harbor  trips  are  especially  ap¬ 
preciated,  providing,  as  they  do,  a  sail  among  beauti¬ 
ful  islands  to  the  sea-girt  promontory,  where  fresh  air, 
band  concerts,  and  various  recreations  afford  a  great 
relief  from  the  toil  and  turmoil  of  stifling  city  life. 

Grateful  acknowledgments  are  due  to  the  West  End 
Street  Railway  Company  for  its  generous  aid  in  fur¬ 
thering  our  work,  and  also  to  the  manager  of  the 
Clyde  line  of  steamers  for  special  favors. 

The  demands  upon  us  increase  with  the  growing 
city.  To  meet  them,  we  rely  on  the  generous  interest 
manifested  by  our  friends  in  the  past,  and  ask  for 
the  continuance  of  that  financial  support  on  which 
the  charity  depends  for  its  success.

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THE  CHRISTMAS  AND  NEW  YEAR’S  FESTIVAL 
FOR  POOR  CHILDREN. 

This  high  holiday  of  the  year  was  celebrated  on  the 
afternoon  of  Saturday,  December  29;  and,  it  being  the 
twenty-second  occasion  of  the  kind,  the  Committee 
knew  just  how  to  do  it. 

Preparations  began  a  month  in  advance  of  the  date, 
and  a  large  corps  of  women  and  men  pushed  the  good 
work  along  to  its  final  culmination.  There  were  a 
Committee  of  the  whole,  various  Sub-committees,  and 
any  quantity  of  individual  labor.  The  usual  circulars 
of  statement  and  solicitation  were  distributed,  the 
goods  received  were  assorted,  the  money  contributed, 
expended,  and  the  many  packages  carefully  made  up 
and  set  in  order  for  delivery. 

This  last-mentioned  feature  of  the  work  made  con¬ 
siderable  demand  upon  the  discretion  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee,  as  an  attempt  was  made  to  gratify  both  the 
needs  and  the  taste  of  each  individual  child,  and  to 
waste  neither  effort  nor  money  in  indiscriminate  giving. 

At  the  appointed  hour  about  six  hundred  and  fifty 
children  crowded  eagerly,  yet  orderly,  into  The  Union 
Hall,  where  President  Baldwin  gave  them  cordial 
greeting,  and  received  a  cordial  response.  Then  Mr. 
Sydney  Herbert  gave  them  a  stereopticon  exhibition, 
displaying  a  great  variety  of  views,  artistic,  instructive, 
amusing,  but  always  entertaining  and  always  appre¬ 
ciated. 

There  was  plenty  of  music,  too.  A  good  orchestra 
played,  and  Mr.  Henry  again  led  the  children  into 
singing  by  his  persuasive  cornet.  The  vocal  results 
would  not  have  satisfied  a  symphony  conductor ;  but  . 
the  singers  enjoyed  the  performance,  notwithstanding, 
and  so  did  all  who*  heard  them. 
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Of  course  there  was  a  Christmas  Tree,  and  Mr. 
Fred  B.  Hall  was  the  Santa  Claus  who  waited  upon  it; 
and  there  were  refreshments, —  rolls  and  cake,  and  real 
ice-cream,  with  coffee  for  some  of  the  mothers  who 
came  to  care  for  the  very  little  ones. 

Then  the  children  went  gayly  home,  each  with  a  big 
package  containing'  clothing  and  other  useful  articles  ; 
and  there  was  enough  left  over  to  gladden  some 
others  for  whom  no  room  remained.  The  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Committee  might  be  thanked  for  their 
labor,  but  they  seemed  to  enjoy  it  all  as  much  as  did 
their  guests.  However,  they  shall  have  “  honorable 
mention.”

The  number  of  applicants  for  places  always  exceeds 
that  of  those  inquiring  for  employees,  and  the  dispro¬ 
portion  has  been  unusually  large  during  the  past  two 
years  for  reasons  too  well  understood  in  the  business 


world.  Many  incompetent  persons,  also,  apply  for 
work.  They  are  often  otherwise  worthy,  but  it  is  the 
capable,  energetic  youth  who  gets  the  job  ;  and  such 
as  these  are  not  long  on  the  waiting  list. 

Through  the  Distribution  of  Clothing  many  un¬ 
fortunate  ones  have  been  provided  for. 

The  kindness  of  friends  has  furnished  Mr.  Brons- 
don  with  a  considerable  wardrobe,  upon  which  de¬ 
mands  are  continually  being  made;  and  Miss  John¬ 
son,  also,  Jias  been  enabled  to  supply  some  of  the 
deficiencies,  in  this  line,  of  her  “  Country  Week  ” 
charges. 

The  Board  and  Lodging  Lists  have  been  con¬ 
tinued,  the  Care  of  the  Sick  is  not  forgotten,  and 
Seats  in  Churches,  of  any  denomination,  are  fur¬ 
nished  when  desired. 

As  the  work  of  the  Union  widens,  the  demands 
upon  its  charities  increase ;  but  we  have  been  fortu¬ 
nate  in  the  public  approval,  and  with  sincere  gratitude 
for  the  support  thus  far  afforded  we  confidently  an¬ 
ticipate  its  continuance.

Section  1  of  the  Act  of  Incorporation  of  the  Boston 
Young  Men’s  Christian  Union  (in  1852)  states  the 
purpose  of  the  society  to  be  for  “  moral  and  Christian 
improvement.” 

In  the  first  annual  report  of  the  Boston  Young 
Men’s  Christian  Union  (in  1852)  we  read:  “  Its  foun¬ 
dations  are  the  Holy  Scriptures ;  its  structure,  the 
practical  cultivation  of  that  ‘  love  to  God  and  man  ’ 
which  is  derived  from  the  study  of  his  word.” 

In  the  same  report  we  read,  “Wishing,  moreover, 
to  excite  a  friendly  feeling  between  clergymen  and 
people  of  all  denominations,  we  cordially  invite  to  our 
rooms  ministers  of  all  churches,  of  whatever  name,  as 
by  the  Constitution  of  our  society  persons  of  every 
sect  of  Christians  are  eligible  for  membership.” 

Your  Committee  on  Public  Worship  and  Religious 
Study  has  always  recognized  the  great  value  and  im¬ 
portance  of  the  religious  and  moral  branches  of  the 
Union’s  work. 

Character=building,  constantly  in  view,  we  regard 
as  very  essential  in  the  work  of  this  society. 

The  last  sermon  by  the  late  Phillips  Brooks  at  the 
Boston  Young  Men’s  Christian  Union  was  given  Sun¬ 
day  evening,  Jan.  1,  1893,  only  a  short  time  previous 
to  his  death,  Jan.  23,  1893. 

His  subject  was  “Character.”  His  sermon  was 
an  able  and  impressive  appeal  to  the  great  audience  of 
young  men  present,  urging  them  to  firmly  establish 
their  characters. 

He  said  :  — 
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“Young  men,  character  is  the  grandest  thing  in 
life.  Character  is  the  one  important  factor  in  human 
life.  There  are  men  who  care  not  whether  they  are 
rich  or  poor,  famous  or  despised,  but  possess  charac¬ 
ters  that  stand  for  the  good.  Character  will  be  a 
power  at  the  judgment-seat  of  God. 

“  Young  men,  it  is  not  this  or  that  particular  line 
of  intellectual  belief  that  is  the  great  thing  in  this  life  ; 
but  it  is  character,  character. 

“  Character,  and  character  only,  is  the  thing  that 
is  eternally  powerful  in  this  world.  Character  is  the 
divinest  thing  on  earth.  If  a  man  has  a  great  con¬ 
ception  of  life,  and  is  putting  all  of  the  little  things 
he  is  doing  into  the  conception,  he  is  a  great  man. 

“  The  biggest  truth  that  man  knows  is  the  most 
practical  truth.  Mankind  only  progresses  as  it  pro¬ 
gresses  with  the  development  of  man’s  own  personal 
character. 

“  Man  is  better  than  he  was  one  hundred  years 
ago,  and  vastly  better  than  he  was  five  hundred  years 
ago.  Young  men,  character  now,  and  character  for 
ever.” 

The  Public  Religious  Services,  held  regularly  on 
Sunday  evenings  throughout  the  year,  in  The  Union 
Hall,  are  highly  valued  and  appreciated  by  the  young 
people,  and  by  many  others,  as  a  cordial  invitation  is 
always  publicly  given  to  all,  both  ladies  and  gentle¬ 
men,  to  attend ;  and  all  persons,  both  old  and  young, 
are  cordially  welcomed. 

These  services  have  been  conducted  throughout  the 
year,  as  always  in  the  past,  by  Clergymen  and  Laymen 
of  all  denominations,  which  favors  your  Committee 
have  deeply  appreciated,  and  here  take  occasion  to 
publicly  express  gratitude  and  thanks  for  their  valued 


services,  always  rendered  in  a  kind  and  interested 
spirit. 

To  the  many  musical  friends  who  have  during  the 
past  year  favored  the  Union  by  taking  part  in  the  Sun¬ 
day  evening  services  our  heartfelt  thanks  are  due. 

"It  has  always  been  the  aim  of  the  Board  of  Govern¬ 
ment  of  this  society  to  make  the  rooms  of  the  Chris¬ 
tian  Union  as  homelike  as  possible  to  the  many 
young  men  who  may  need  the  pleasant  and  attractive 
surroundings  such  as  are  here  provided  for  their  hap¬ 
piness  and  welfare.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON 
PHYSICAL  CULTURE. 


The  Committee  on  Physical  Culture  takes  pleasure 
in  announcing  the  continued  popularity  of  this  depart¬ 
ment,  as  shown  in  the  gratifying  increase  of  members 
during  the  past  year,  the  present  membership  being 
nine  hundred  and  forty-one  (941). 

Men  of  all  ages,  in  all  lines  of  business,  mercantile, 
mechanical,  and  professional,  have  availed  themselves 
of  the  opportunity  of  improving  their  bodily  condition, 
which  in  turn  is  conducive  to  a  sound  mind  and 
sound  morals.  The  steadily  growing  interest  in  physi¬ 
cal  exercise  of  all  kinds,  intelligently  directed,  is  most 
encouraging ;  and  the  gymnasium,  with  its  many  in¬ 
genious  appliances  which  make  exercise  attractive,  is 
no  small  factor  in  the  health  of  a  community. 

The  Classes,  both  afternoon  and  evening,  have 
continued  to  be  largely  patronized,  the  floor  space 
being  often  severely  taxed  by  the  large  number  of 
those  who  join  in  the  dumb-bell,  Indian  club,  and 
wand  drills ;  and  the  Boys’  Classes  on  Saturday 
mornings  have  induced  many  parents  to  send  their 
boys  to  our  Gymnasium,  where  they  are  in  charge  of 
competent  instructors.  The  musical  accompaniment 
to  the  class-work  by  our  pianist,  Mr.  Reynolds,  is  a 
most  helpful  and  attractive  feature. 

The  finely  appointed  Bath-rooms  and  Dressing- 
rooms  are  models  of  neatness  and  convenience,  un¬ 
usual  pains  being  taken  to  keep  them  free  from  the 
disagreeable  encroachments  almost  inseparable  from 
places  of  this  kind.  The  private  dressing-rooms  and 
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bath-rooms  are  as  popular  as  heretofore,  and  want  of 
space  alone  prevents  their  extension. 

A  new  feature  in  the  Gymnasium  has  been  the 
addition  of  a  practical  Masseur  to  the  staff,  and  many 
of  the  members  have  availed  themselves  of  the  oppor¬ 
tunity  of  a  refreshing  and  invigorating  massage  by 
Mr.  Harding. 

The  lighting  of  the  Gymnasium  and  all  of  its  con¬ 
nections  by  the  arc  and  incandescent  systems  have 
proved  the  wisdom  of  introducing  them,  the  lighting 
and  ventilation  being  much  improved. 

One  exhibition  has  been  given  this  season,  attended 
by  a  large  gathering  of  friends  of  the  participants  ;  and 
a  most  entertaining  programme  gave  practical  illustra¬ 
tion  of  the  advancement  and  proficiency  of  the  gym¬ 
nasium  members. 

Our  Superintendent,  Mr.  Montgomery,  has  retired 
and  Mr.  Hoffman,  the  Assistant  Superintendent,  has 
successfully  continued  his  duties.  Dr.  Edward  O. 
Otis  has  filled  the  position  of  Medical  Director,  and 
his  report  is  herewith  appended  in  full. 
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DR.  OTIS’S  REPORT. 

Mr.  W.  H.  Dugan,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Physical  Culture  :  — 

My  dea r  Sir , —  In  presenting  my  report  as  Medical 
Director  of  the  Gymnasium  for  the  past  year,  I  can 
but  repeat  in  a  measure  what  I  have  said  in  previous 
reports. 

The  work  is  the  same  in  the  main  from  year  to 
year,  with  such  variations  and  improvements  as  a 
larger  experience  suggests.  I  have  endeavored  to  see 
all  the  new  members  so  far  as  possible,  and  by  a  phys¬ 
ical  examination  and  arrangement  of  exercise  start 
them  properly  in  their  gymnastic  work.  The  number 
examined  has  been  rather  larger  than  last  year,  five 
hundred  and  four  up  to  the  present  time. 

The  method  and  details  of  the  physical  examina¬ 
tions  have  already  been  given  in  previous  reports,  and 
need  not  be  repeated  here.  The  work  of  this  depart¬ 
ment,  both  directly  and  indirectly,  has  been  appre¬ 
ciated,  I  believe,  by  the  majority  of  the  members,  and 
is  recognized  as  of  established  value  and  a  safeguard 
by  parents  and  physicians  who  desire  their  sons  and 
patients  to  become  members  of  the  Gymnasium. 

Occasionally,  for  instance,  a  young  man  will  present 
himself  for  examination  who  is  found  to  have  a  well- 
marked  heart  disease  which  was  unknown  to  him  ; 
and,  by  timely  advice  and  careful  direction,  he  is  pre¬ 
vented  from  doing  himself  great  and  lasting  injury 
through  ignorance  of  his  condition. 

The  indirect  influence  of  this  department,  although 
incapable  of  being  estimated  in  any  direct  and  definite 
manner,  still  has,  I  am  sure,  a  very  evident  and  defi- 
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nite  effect  upon  the  members  of  the  Gymnasium.  A 
bit  of  advice  here  and  there  either  asked  for  or  volun¬ 
teered  as  to  one’s  daily  life  and  habits,  a  word  of 
caution  as  to  the  injurious  effect  of  some  habit,  or 
even  a  word  of  general  encouragement  is  all  a  part  of 
this  indirect  influence,  and,  I  trust,  plays  a  not  insig¬ 
nificant  role  in  the  utility  of  this  department  to  the 
members  of  the  Gymnasium. 

I  do  not  propose  to  again  recount  the  benefits  of 
gymnastic  exercise ;  for,  with  the  increased  interest  in 
and  greater  knowledge  of  physical  culture,  they  are 
now  well  known  and  their  importance  recognized. 
I  desire,  however,  to  earnestly  call  the  attention  of  the 
public  to  the  excellent  facilities  afforded  by  the  Union 
Gymnasium  for  obtaining  these  benefits. 

Through  the  liberality  and  wisdom  of  the  manage¬ 
ment  this  has  become  one  of  the  best  equipped  estab¬ 
lishments  of  the  kind  in  the  country,  and  the  fee  is  so 
small  that  it  is  brought  within  the  means  of  all. 
Every  age  and  condition  can  obtain  here  exercise 
adapted  to  their  needs.  I  trust  that  the  parents  and 
friends  of  young  men  coming  to  the  city  will  bear  this 
fact  in  mind,  and  make  provision  for  their  taking  ad¬ 
vantage  of  this  privilege. 

Never  was  there  a  time  when  greater  stress  and 
strain  was  laid  upon  one,  both  mentally  and  physically, 
than  at  the  present ;  and  it  is  most  essential  that  one 
should  begin  early  his  body-building.  This  building 
should  be  strong  and  solid,  and  maintained  so,  and  all 
are  agreed,  I  think,  that  gymnastic  exercise  is  a  most 
valuable  factor  in  producing  this  result.  One  has  only 
to  refer  to  the  men  who  are  or  have  been  the  great 
leaders  in  the  world  to  realize  how  all-important  a 
good  physical  basis  is  for  great  and  prolonged  mental 
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exertion, —  Bismarck,  Gladstone,  Lincoln,  and  a  host  of 
others. 

The  lesson  of  this  fact  should  not  be  lost  sight  of 
by  the  young  men  who  have  their  careers  to  achieve, 
and  every  effort  should  be  made  to  obtain  and  pre¬ 
serve  this  physical  basis  by  proper  healthful  habits  of 
living  and  regular  physical  exercise. 

At  the  National  Military  and  Naval  Academies, 
where  every  effort  is  made  to  produce  perfect  speci¬ 
mens  of  manhood,  mentally  and  physically,  for  the 
arduous  duties  of  their  respective  professions,  consider 
the  careful  attention  given  to  the  training  and  develop¬ 
ment  of  the  body. 

In  view  of  all  these  facts  the  value  of  such  a  gym¬ 
nasium  as  that  of  the  Union  to  the  young  men  in  this 
city  can  hardly  be  overestimated. 

In  conclusion,  then,  let  me  repeat  that  the  Union 
Gymnasium  trains  boys  to  be  strong  and  sturdy  young 
men. 

It  keeps  these  young  men  in  good  physical  con¬ 
dition. 

It  offers  the  best  of  opportunities  for  exercise  to 
those  in  the  prime  of  life  and  later,  so  that  they  may 
retain  their  vigor  and  prolong  their  usefulness. 

I  desire  to  express  to  the  members  of  the  Committee 
my  sincere  appreciation  for  their  interest  and  encour¬ 
agement  in  the  work  of  this  department.

ARTICLE  I. 

Title . 

This  Society  shall  be  called  the  “Boston  Young  Men’s 
Christian  Union.” 

ARTICLE  II. 

Eligibility  of  Members. 

All  young  men  of  good  moral  character,  and  claiming  to 
believe  in  the  truths  of  Christianity,  without  distinction  of 
sect  or  party,  shall  be  eligible  as  members  of  this  Society; 
but  no  person  shall  vote  at  any  meeting  of  the  Society  who 
has  not  been  a  member  for  the  period  of  one  year,  at  least, 
previous  to  such  meeting. 

ARTICLE  III. 

Admission  of  Members . 

Members  may  be  admitted  in  such  manner  and  on  such 
conditions  as  the  Board  of  Government  may  prescribe. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

Annual,  Subscription ,  and  Life  Members. 

All  persons  qualified  as  before  named,  who  shall  be  ad¬ 
mitted  in  the  manner  herein  provided,  shall,  upon  the  pay¬ 
ment  of  one  dollar  annually,  become  and  continue  members 
of  this  Society  ;  upon  the  payment  of  five  dollars ,  or  more 
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annually,  shall  become  and  continue  subscription  mem 
bers  ;  and  all  persons  so  qualified  and  admitted,  who  shall 
pay  the  sum  of  twenty-five  dollars  in  five  or  less  annual 
instalments,  shall  become  life  members  of  the  Society. 

ARTICLE  V. 

Officers. 

The  officers  of  the  Society  shall  consist  of  a  Board  of 
Directors,  consisting  of  a  President,  Vice-President,  Secre¬ 
tary,  Treasurer,  and  six  additional  members,  all  of  whom 
shall  be  elected  at  the  annual  meeting  by  ballot  from  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Society,  and  shall  hold  their  offices  for  one  year, 
or  until  others  are  elected  in  their  places.  Vacancies  occur¬ 
ring  from  any  cause  in  said  offices  may  be  filled  by  the  Board 
of  Directors ;  and  any  officers  so  chosen  shall  hold  their 
offices  until  the  next  regular  election  by  the  Society. 

The  Board  of  Directors  shall  have  power  to  appoint,  sub¬ 
ject  to  their  direction,  such  other  officers  and  committees 
from  among  the  members  as  they  may  deem  expedient. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

Duties  of  the  Board  of  Directors. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Directors, — 

First ,  To  provide  for  the  use  of  the  Society  suitable 
rooms,  centrally  located  in  the  city  of  Boston. 

Second, ,  To  provide  and  keep  in  said  rooms  such  books, 
periodicals,  and  newspapers  as  will,  in  their  judgment,  pro¬ 
mote  the  object  of  the  Society. 

Third ,  To  make  such  arrangements  for  social  religious 
exercises  as  they  shall  deem  practicable  and  conducive  to 
the  best  interests  of  the  Society. 

Fourth ,  To  induce  the  members  of  the  Society  to  con¬ 
nect  themselves  with  some  of  the  religious  societies  in  the 
vicinity,  according  always  to  their  denominational  prefer¬ 
ences,  and  especially  to  seek  out  and  impart  information, 
and  render  aid,  assistance,  and  encouragement  to  those  who 
pome  as  strangers  to  the  city,  striving  to  guard  them  against 


temptation,  to  surround  them  with  Christian  influences, 
and  to  interest  them  in  the  cultivation  of  a  religious  life. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

Meetings. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Society  for  the  choice  of  offi¬ 
cers  shall  be  held  on  the  second  Wednesday  in  April ;  and 
other  regular  meetings  shall  be  held  on  the  second  Wednes¬ 
days  of  July,  October,  and  January.  The  Board  of  Direc¬ 
tors  may  call  other  meetings  of  the  Society  from  time  to 
time  ;  and  they  shall  call  such  meetings  whenever  requested 
so  to  do  by  the  written  application  of  any  seventeen  mem¬ 
bers,  stating  the  purposes  for  which  such  meeting  is  to  be 
held ;  said  meetings  to  be  called  in  such  manner  as  the  said 
Board  may  deem  expedient,  having  previously  given  reason¬ 
able  notice  thereof.  Seventeen  members  shall  constitute 
a  quorum  of  the  Society  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

Permanent  Fund. 

The  Board  of  Directors  may  transfer  such  of  the  funds  of 
the  Society  as  they  may  think  best  to  a  Permanent  Fund; 
may  appoint  five  trustees  to  control  such  fund,  and  shall  at 
the  time  of  such  appointment  determine  the  character  of 
the  trust  by  an  instrument  in  writing.  Vacancies  occurring 
at  any  time  hereafter  in  the  number  of  said  trustees  shall 
be  filled  by  the  remaining  members,  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  Bbard  of  Directors  for  the  time  being. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

A  mendments. 

These  articles  may  be  added  to,  altered,  or  amended  at 
any  regular  meeting,  or  special  meeting  called  for  the  pur-  * 
pose,  by  a  vote  of  three-fourths  of  the  members  present, 
provided  that  such  additions,  alterations,  or  amendments 
shall  have  been  proposed  in  writing  at  one  meeting,  at  least, 
prior  to  that  at  which  they  arc  to  be  acted  upon. 
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BY-LAWS 


OK  THE 


BOARD  OF  GOVERNMENT. 


ARTICLE  I. 

Meetings. 

Regular  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Government  shall  be 
held  on  the  first*  Monday  of  each  month.  Special  meet¬ 
ings  may  be  called  at  any  time,  by  order  of  the  President, 
Secretary,  or  any  two  Directors.  The  Secretary  shall 
notify  members  of  the  time  and  place  of  such  meetings. 

ARTICLE  II. 

Standing  Committees. 

At  the  first  meeting  of  the  Board  in  each  year,  eight 
standing  committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President, 
who  shall  be  under  the  authority  and  subject  to  the  direc¬ 
tion  of  the  whole  Board ;  and  the  reports  of  the  various 
committees  shall  be  first  in  order  at  each  regular  meeting 
of  the  Board.  The  committees  may  appoint,  subject  to  the 
approval  and  ratification  of  the  Board,  such  sub-committees 
from  among  the  members  of  the  Society  as  they  shall  deem 
fit,  provided,  however,  that  each  sub-committee  shall  be  sub¬ 
ject  in  its  action  to  the  committee  of  the  Board  to  which  it 
is  subordinate.  The  eight  committees  shall  be  constituted 
as  follows  :  — 

1.  Committee  on  Finance. —  They  shall  have  charge  of 
the  financial  affairs  of  the  Society,  and  shall,  with  the 
Treasurer,  devise  ways  and  means  for  procuring  funds, 
obtaining  donations  and  assessments,  investing  the  same, 
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and  superintending  all  disbursements.  They  shall  audit 
the  report  of  the  Treasurer  before  it  is  submitted  to  the 
Union  at  the  annual  meetings. 

2.  Committee  on  Lectures,  Classes,  and  Entertain¬ 
ments. —  They  may  provide  for  courses  of  lectures  or  single 
lectures;  shall  organize  and  have  supervision  of  all  clubs 
and  classes  formed  for  instruction  or  discussion,  except 
classes  for  religious  study  and  discussion ;  and  shall  have 
general  supervision  of  all  entertainments,  both  public  and 
private. 

3.  Committee  on  Library. —  They  shall  have  the  gen¬ 
eral  charge  of  all  matters  connected  with  this  department. 
They  shall  purchase  such  books  for  the  Library  and  Study, 
and  obtain  such  newspapers  and  other  periodicals  as  they 
deem  expedient. 

4.  Committee  on  Rooms. —  They  shall  have  the  general 
charge  of  the  rooms,  and  shall  take  especial  pains  to  intro¬ 
duce  strangers  visiting  the  city. 

5.  Committee  on  Members. —  They  shall  organize  means 
for  increasing  the  membership  of  the  Society,  and  shall 
have  the  general  supervision  of  the  admission  of  new 
members. 

6.  Committee  on  Benevolent  Action. —  They  shall 
organize  means  for  providing  strangers,  and  others  in  want, 
with  employment,  with  good  boarding-houses,  with  seats  in 
churches,  and  shall  have  the  general  supervision  of  all  works 
of  benevolence  and  reform  undertaken  by  the  Union. 

7.  Committee  on  Public  Worship  and  Religious 
Study. —  They  shall  have  charge  of  all  measures  for  public 
religious  worship  undertaken  by  the  Union,  either  within  or 
outside  of  the  rooms  of  the  Society,  and  shall  have  the 
supervision  of  all  classes  formed  for  religious  study  and 
discussion. 
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8.  Committee  on  Physical  Culture. —  They  shall 
have  the  general  charge  of  the  gymnasium  and  athletic 
sports,  and  other  measures  for  promoting  the  health  of  the 
members. 

ARTICLE  III. 

Treasurer. 

The  Treasurer  shall  present  to  the  Board  a  Monthly  Re¬ 
port  showing  the  condition  of  the  finances.  No  money  shall 
be  paid  by  him  except  by  the  authority  of  the  Board,  or 
approval  in  writing  of  some  member  of  the  committee  under 
whose  direction  the  expenditures  were  incurred. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

Annual  Report. 

The  Board  shall  present,  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
Society,  a  detailed  statement  of  the  condition  of  the  insti¬ 
tution  and  of  its  operations  during  the  preceding  year. 

ARTICLE  V. 

Reports  of  Committees. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  committees  to  keep  a  detailed 
account  of  their  proceedings,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  to 
place  the  same,  with  the  reports  of  their  sub-committees,  in 
the  hands  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Society. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

Amendments  to  By-Laws. 

The  foregoing  By-Laws  may  be  altered  or  amended  at 
any  meeting  of  the  Board,  providing  two-thirds  of  the  mem¬ 
bers  present  assent  thereto ;  but  no  alteration,  addition,  or 
amendment  shall  be  adopted  at  the  same  meeting  at  which 
it  is  proposed. 

The  President,  Secretary,  and  Treasurer,  ex  officio ,  shall 
have  the  supervision  of  all  printing  and  advertising.
